Seventh Report of the Koard of Trustees of Howard College. 


An opportunity to communicate annually with the Convention, to interchange 
views, receive counsel, and gather wisdem from the experience of others, isa 
source of much gratification, and encouragement to the Board of Trusiees,— 
In the discharge of the important duties assigned them, it has heen their eon. 
stant endeavor to act with prudence and with a couscientious regard tor the 
prosperity of the Institution committed to their direction. 

The plan of endowment proposed by the Convention two years ago, is the 
most important matter that has engaged the attention of the Board during the 
past year, It is desirable to forward this as rapidly as possible, and they have 
the satisfaction of reporting some progress sinee the last session of your body,— 
The heavy pressure, which is paralyzing every department of industry and ens 
terprise, has been severely felt by this, in common with other benevolent oper: 
ations of the day, yet it has been thought advisable not to discontinue effort, and 
the agent has been diligently employed, when not detained at home by sickness 
of himself or family. Ele reports as follows— 

“In submitting his report, it is important to remark, that your agent has been 
employed only a part of his time in the legitimate object ef his appointment.— 
Since from the time of the July meeting his attention has heen wholly directed 
to the interests of the Theological Fund. In addition to this, it should be borne 
in mind that the past has been a year of almost unprecedented hardness in the 
financial condition of the country. Nevertheless, your agent, has the privilege 
of reporting a fraction less than ten thousand dollars, received for the permanent 
endowment of the College, previous to the July meeting, which he regards 
an additional earnest of the ultimate success of the enterprise. [lis receipts are 
89800 in notes and 850 in cash.” 

From this, we think, encouragement may be taken to persevere, believing, 
that in due time, the hopes of the denomination may be realized, and an Insti- 
tution established which shail survive the humble instrumentalities now employed 
in its service, : 

On the 27th of July Inst, the College held its first commencement, when the 
Degree of Bachelor of atts was conferred on four young men; the Degree of 
Bachelor of Sciences was also conferred on three who had completed the course 
of English and Scientitic studies—a course embracing all the studies of the 
regular collegiate classes except the Ancient Languages. A beginning has 
thus been made, and with the continued blessing of Divine Providence, the 
energetic co-operation of the denomination, and a reasonable share of public 
ccnfidence and patronage, the hope is entertained that euch succeeding yea 
will witness the return ofa similar occasion and that many will, in process o! 
time go forth from the Howard, who shall not only adorn Society, and act well 
their parte on the stage ot life, but who shail also be the honored instruments 
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in the hands of God, of proclaiming the unsearchable riches of the Kingdom of 
Christ. 

The entire number of students connected with the Institution during the col. 
Jegiate year is 136. The number already entered for the present year is 110, 

Atthe annual mecting of the Board in’ July last. the Rey. Dr. Elartwell ten- 
dered his resignation as. Prof. of Theolegy, and the Rev. 'T. F. Curtis of Tusca- 
Joost, Was clocted to that chair. In taking leave of Dr. H. as an. officer of the 
Institution, (he Board feet that no expression of affectionate regard from them, 
cau aad to the veneration and esteem, in which ne is beld by the denomination 
whom he hes fong and faitniully served. ‘Their earnest prayer ia that mary 
years of ovtitiness and happiness may attend him in whatever sphere he may 
be called to labor. 

At the same meeting, Mr A.B, Goodhue was appointed Professor of Mathe.

Report of Sciect Co:mmiititces on General Education. 


The committee to whom was referred the subject of the more general eduea- 
tion of the young people of our congregations in daily schools, conducted on reii- 
gious principles, Report: . 

That in our view the training of the moral and even the religions feelings, is 
to be regarded not only asa necessary part, but as the most solid foundation of all 
true education, 

Any system of instruction that attempts merely to enlighten the intellect, with. 
out proportionately exercising the moval powers, is of necessity defective in the 
most essential of all points. 

© Religions and moral education,” saya Consin, “iethe first want of a peonta, 
Without this, every other education is not only without real itility, bat in some 
respects dangerous. It on the contrary, religious edueation bas taken firm root, 
intellectual education will have complete success.” Guizet has added, “The 
lessons which children receive, may become pernicions, if addressed only to the 
understanding.” “A very singular and interesting confirmation of the same 
principles, has been afforded,” says Dre Smythe, “by the erimmal returns of 
France, in the whole eighty-six departments of which it has been fund, that 
with hardly one exception, the amount of erie is just in proportion to the degree 
ot instruction which prevails; and that is now here so prevalent as in those towns 
and departments where education has been earried to the highest pitch.” “It 
is stated that within the last thirty years, the number of criminals in Scotland 
has increased twen'y-nine fold;” which is ascribed to the fact, that among their 
greatly increased manufacturing population, education has been so generally 
conducted without the means of relizions inrtruction.

himself esteemed, 

In the City of New York the “Abbotts have established a school for young 
ladies, also upon the retigious basis, and wilh eqna'ly reiarkable results. To 
use theiy own langnare, they “endeavor to train them to such principles of duty, 
and to sucha sense of moral and religious obligation, as sliall it them for useful. 


ness and bapviness not oniy in this lite, but ia the 'io to come.” They find that 
the influence of these principles, aided by the instiactive love of knowledge 
Which charactevizes the youthful wind, and by regular aud systematic arrange. 
ments fur the routine of daily duty, gently but strie(ly eutoreed, are suilicient, in 
all ordinary cases, to induce as great a degree of application to study as is con- 
sistent with health and happiness, and as will secure the gr “atest. progress in 
the end, in the acqnisition of knowledge. 

The simp'e aim of the instructors is to lead the pupils to a xpentancous dili- 
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gence in the pursuit of knowledge, trom a sense of the interest and value of the 
acquisition, and a desire to commend themselves to the favorable regard of their 
parents and teachers, and to secure the approbation of God.” 

So successful has this school proved, that a few years ago-one of the brothers 
opened another for hoys ina diflerent part of the city. After speaking of the 
principles on which it is conducted as above, Mr. Abbott says, “these principles 
though offen nearly dormantin the youthful mind, are easily revived and strenath. 
ened, and brought into eficient action. Onee established, they dilluse among 
all the inmates ofthe school, teachers and pupils, a spirit of peace and harmony, 
and mutual good will, rendering unnecessary almost every species of penal priva. 
tions, and excluding entirely all angry rebukes and threateaings, and personal 
violence. We have not yet found, and we hope never to find, a@ spirit so perver. 
ted, as not very soon to yield its co-operation to friendly efforts, made honestly, in 
good faith, to promote its moral and tatellectaal welfare.” 

Thus in every variety of circumstances, of riches and poverty, intslectual 
degradation and advancement; whea applied to diferent ages, diferent sexes, 
diferent nations, the plan of making religion the great moving principle of edue 
cation, has been always attended with the same retiarkable suceess, What 
—elearer demonstration of its propriety could be asked, what greater encourage- 
ment to exertion oflered, 

Inthe State of Alabama, there are some 45,000 Baptist communicants, which 
must give about 100,000 children now growing up under Baotist influence.— 
These young persons are committed by Providence to our care and labors, to 
prepare them to enter Life useful eitizens and sincere Christians, to fit them to 
carey on allour religious enterprizes and to enter before long on an eternal state 
of existence, In proportion to our faithtiluess in sowing the seeds of truth, will 
be the harvest reaped, when these now young shall have grown up and ever alter. 
Youth is the forming season of character, the season at which conversions are 
most numerous, most desirable, most thorengh—the season also when corrupt 
principles imbibed, generate the most powerlul and pernicious habits. 

Ifa truly religious education is not provided tor these young people, cither no 
education must be the result or an irreligions education, or else the Jesuitical 
influence of false religion lyeth at the door ready to entice the young inte super- 
stition. 

But whenee shall we buy bread for this great multitude ? will be the natural 
question, ‘The committee would not suggest any great sudden movement or 
complicated and expensive plan, Sudden movements seldom last, are apt to be 
followed by violent reactions, and those plans are generally best that are 80 sim- 
ple that they keep themselves in working order. 

Our great and main reliance must be upon the Churches, their independent 
but harmonious action. They are with us the seat and centre of all power.— 
Wherever there is an opening fora school, without destroying those already doing 
well, and there are very many such openings, let the Church appoint a committee 
ofthe pastor and such other of its members and of the congregation as are most 
judicious and experienced in such matters, to consult on the expedieney of estab- 
lishing a school of sucha grade as the neighborhood requires, under the fostering 
eare and guidance of the church. Leta Board of ‘Trusiees be appointed to carry 
this out. Let it be distinctly understood that the management is to be conducted 
upon Christian and earnestly religious principles, although the instruction will 
not be sectarian, but in these respects as at the Howard College and Judson 
Institute now. ‘Vo this school, all conforming to its regulations should of course 
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he admitted. ‘The finds to be raised in the ordinary way, l y charges for tuition 
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precuicd, the school micht be beld-in the mecting house. Let these schools be 
occasionally visited by Cie pesior. deseons, Gos, aud jet it be the aim, expeeta. 
ich tone of 
tnoral principle, a decidedly serivis spirit, and revivals of pure retigion among 
the young, by all wise nears,

{ind it advisable to remit the tuition tees, especially where those studying, in turn 
comld assist in instructing the jimies classes, 

It would alao be well lor the Convention to appoint, from year to year, a stand. 
ing committee and secretary ef education, a quoruny to be located at Mavion, to 
whom those estulvishing cneh schools might, itdesirous, apply, aad with whom 
suchas were suitable (irteachers, might loave their names so as to furnish infor- 
mation and assist in this plan. 

The results of a vigorous and steady prosecution of this system, would be 
many and importants 

Ist. It would increase and facilitate edveation in our denomination throughout 
the State, withont any contribution exeept by those henejitted. What ifelose by 
every little meeting house, er init, through the whole State, schools could be 
established where the seeds of knowledge and piety should together be sowa all 
through the week? Would it not render of seventold eflicacy the instractions of 
the Sabbath? Persons of other evaneelical denominations won'd. no doubt, be 
glad of the opportunity of sending their children to schools fortied on this plan.

2Qnd. [t would, as before hinted, increase the eft cacy of the ordinary means of

The Committee to whom was referred the report of the Special Committee 
on Li lucation, also the reports of the Trastees of Lloward College and the Judson 
Female Institute, respectlally submit as follows: , 

1. In reference to the report of the Special Committee. This document sets 
forth the importaace of religions education so cleariy, and covers the entire 
ground so completely, that your ¢ mittee deou it unnecessary to add any thing 
further on this potat. They recommend that it be adopted by the Convention 
ani printed with their minwes, and that the committee named inthe report be 
appointed to take sueh measirves as any be fouad practicable, and report next 
year § and that the whole subyeet of normal instruction be referred to the consid« 
eration and wisdom of the trastees of the two TDSUINHONS. 

9, Che Teparts fihe Trostees af Howard College and the Judson Institute, 
ehow that the eondiiten of these institutions is) bighly prosperous Within the 
past year the College has held its first commencement, at which time an inter. 
esting class of seven youn men received their first degree. Year by year it is 
incrensine in prosperity aod nacfalness. and bas conimenced its present session 
with prospeels more than usally encour/aing. ‘The energy and success with 
which the Trasiees have labored ta secure the endow acat of this institution, 
under the remarkable pressure of the thes, until it now possesses property to 
the amount pf nearly sixty the neand dollars, demand ouc warmest acknowledg- 
ments, and should eneourage them to proceed as their wisdom may suggest 
Indeed, the Trustees aod frienda of both these institutions have labored with a 
zeal and usefulness that may well make itn sonree of gratification to the Baptists 
of Alabama, that they possess steel {aetlities for the compiete education of their 
sons and daughters under their own indlueiec.

with this world’s wisdom; that mere human attainments may be substituted for, 


the grace of God, anda race of men-made preachers, imposed upon them, in. 
stead of the humble herald of the Cross; or at best, they fear, that a generation 
of men, rich in intellectual endowments and drawing the weapons of their wor 
fare from the storehouse of science, instead of the arm our of God, with hearts 
unsubdued by the grace and power of the gospel, navy come forth trom oar cul. 
lege helis to shed blight and mildew upon the churencs, 

It is not contended by any one that extensive learning, varied and profound 
“attainments in science and Jiterature, are indispensible to every suce -ssful min. 
ister. Ou the contrary, very many, eminently distinguished for piety and use. 
fulness, have never enjoyed the advantages of thorough intellectual cultivation, 
But the history of the church, in every age, shows that talents enriched with 
varied learning, and sanctitied by grace, are the instrumentatities which God has 
usually employed in achieving the great and glorious triumphs of the gospel, 
Whatever attainments may, at times and under pecitiar circumstances, have 
been signally blessed, the spirit of the age in which we live demands much at 
our hands. The humaa intellect is making unparalleled advances in knowl. 
edge; the empire of mind is daily extending its dominions; the people, the 
mass, those with whom the preacher is to live and labor, over whose spiritual 
interests he is to watch and whom he is to instruct in divine things, are better 
educated now than formerly. Hence it is that every denomination of Christians 
is making vigorous efforts to elevate the standard of ministerial education, — For 
this object also, the Baptists of our own State have made special provision, by 
endowing + Professorship of Theology in Howard College. Bat what are they 
now xccomplizghing? Absolutely nothing atall. [tis known to your committee 
that there are but two young men in the institution prosecuting studies with 
express reference to the ininistry, and neither of these is sustained in any way 
by the Convention. The entire expenses of one are defrayed by a small seciety 
of ladies in Marion, the other has hitherto been sustained by the exertions of a 
relative, himselfa minister and a poor man, aided in pact by the individual cone 
tributions of a few benevolent brethren, ‘This is the actual condition of the The. 
ological Department at ine present moment. Within the last year, two promis. 
ing young men have been couipelled to leave the institution tor the want of means, 
The same thing lias occurred in more than one instance betore. Others have 
been deterred from entering it, because no provision was made by which their 
necessary expenses could be defrayed. tis painful indeed to see young men of 
piety and talents, thoroughly imbued with the spirit of their Divine Master, and 
earnestly desiring those qualifications which shall prepare them to engage in the 
great work of preaching the gospel “with the spirit and with the understanding 
also,” compelled to abandon their studies and resort to some secular pursuit, in 
order to procure the means of discharging debts unavoidably contracted while in 
the institution; or else. forced to enter upon the sacred duty on which their 
hearts are fixed, without confidence in themselves and unable to secure the con 
fidence of others. This is the more paintul, because of the great cestitution 
which exists in every portion of the moral vineyard of our Lord, and becanse it 
argues a deplorably morbid state of the churches on this great branch of Chris- 
tian duty. A good degree of interest has been awakened in the cause of Mis- 
sions, dumestic and foreign. A majority of the churches and most of the nesoci- 
ations connected with the convention, are manifesting a commendable zeal in 
these important objects; but, with few exceptions, they have not extended the 
same liberality to this equally important and kindred duty. Most, perhaps all, 
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>} the associations co-operating with this body, have one or more missionaries em. 
| ployed and paid by themselves, but not one of these is, at the present time, gus. 
) taining a single studeat in prosecuting those studies which shall prepare him to 
become a success!ul missionary, either at home or abroad. Now it is not to he 
supposed that this aid is withheld from any settled principle, or fixed opposition 
to ministerial education, Ou the contrary, educated ministers are esteemed and 
respected, and their services preferred whenever they can be obtained. Your 
committee does not feel called upon to investigate the cause of the present apathy 
on this vilal subject; but they believe that both the disease and the remedy are

It is impossibie to over estimate the importance of the moral and religiong 
instruction of the colored people. "Pheir mera! and veligions condition, whatevem 
it is, must most vitally react upon our own. ‘Vhey nurse our vencer years andy 
their children mingle in the sports of childieod with our own. Moral aini relis 
gious innences rise from the lower to tha higher prades of society more, pers 


haps, than they deseend from the higher to the dower, as water is heated tom 
below and not from the top. The uuseen and insensible influence ef tie moral 


condition of this class of the community, is one (iat enters inte every douse and 
fuini'y. 

Itisa pleasing thought in connection with this, that there seems to - no race 
in the known wor'd so susceptible of pious ‘impressions, or whe ure so ready 

and deeply affected by the means of frac. How sweetly they sing and how 
furvently they pray, ali know. And these whoenun read, read searealy any thing’ 
but the Bib'e and bymn book. te Afric a, our missions in the colony of i ‘herkay 
illustrate the ready interest taken ia rel igion. "Phroughout the Southern States 
reports crowd upon us, and part ieularly from te assveiations and churches of 


oe 


this State, all showing that no uiinisterial labors are blessed with so auch sue. 
cesa, in proportion, as those bestowed on them, It is through the providences 
of God alone, that we read his purposes, And so far as these are any indica. 
tious of the latter, it woold seen manifestly the purpose of God now accomplish. 
ing that * Mthiopia shall streteh out ber bands anto God.” Woe work best and 
alone successfully whea working: in accordance with his purposes. Let then 
our churches and riintsters devote a larger share of their attention to the moral 
and religions improvement of the colored race. 

The creat mens of religious Linprevement, with them as with ua, must be the 
preaching of the gospel. Where ministers have services in the morning for the 
whites. let them aim to have one other service devoted especially to the blacks, 
and alapted to their capacity, And let them hold inquiry mectings to converse 
with the anvions themselves, and apport eolored watchmen to visit them at their 
homes and ascertain the character of candidates for membership previous to their 
going before the church. 

The churches ney do mueh toa sist in this work hy oral, catechetical, and 
other exercises, on those Sabbaths when no minister can attend. ; 

But it is most important also that the influence of the Christian family, of the 

‘pious householder, be bronght to bear on them. Let them see an example of 
piety there. And let pains be taken to promote in every way their moral im. 
provement and religions instruction. Let them not be placed in’ circumstances 
of temptation to violate any ofthe conmmands of God, through any fault or negleet 
of those who have the control of them. Let their moral interests and. family 
arrangements be carefully attended to in respeet to this point. Thus will their 
happiness increase, and theie morals improve, the pious instructions they love to 
hear be productive of the most solid and permanent results, and God be glorified 
in the salvation of millions of their souls. 

Your committee weuld further snggest the bearing of our eflorts here on the 
future evangelization of Afiiea. ‘The fatality among the white missionaries sent 
by the Boston Board to Afiiea, before the separation, proves clearly the greater 

expedievey of sending thither persons of their own color, and particularly such 
as by a residence in the South are more fitted tor the burning climate. of their 
fatherland, We reeermimend that pastors should bring the subject before their 
colored charges, with a view of eliciting, on behalt of their pagan countrymen, 
both their prayerful interest and such contributions as may flow from a willing 
mind. In many eases they regard the opportunity of thus contributing as a privi- 
Jege, and il is exceedingly gratifying (or shall we rather say painful?) to seo 
with how much greater ease their dimes flow into the Lord’s treasury than theit 
master’s dollars. Te. CURTIS, for the Committee. 
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Report of the Commitiee on Savbath Schools. 


Your committee are disposed to believe that in most of our towns and villages, 
Sabbath schools are established and conducted with considerable success ; but 
in the couatry churches very few are to be found in suecesstul operation. ‘They 
can but regret the want of eflicient effort on the part of theiy brethren to establish 
and keep ina healthy condition in every church, these nurseries of education 
and of piety. 
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Your committee refer this want of success toa namber of causes, such as an 


undcr-estimate of its importance, by superintendants, teachers and others con. 
cerned, and a consequent: want of zeal and selfsaerificing Jabor in pushing it 


forward: the number of small and feeb'e churches, and inadequate ministerial 


supply. so that many ofthem have preaching but one Sabbath in the month and — 
no public religious service on the other Sabbaths—-their houses. of Wership. so. 7 
uncomlortable, especially in the winter season, that during that part of the year 


they cannot be held to any advantage ifat all 


In conclusion, we would recommend to the convention the adoption of the fol. 


lowing resolution : 

Resolved, That this convention regard well conducted Sabbath schools as one 
of the most eflicient means, in the hands of the Christian ehureh, of training up 
the rising generation for usefulness in this lite and happiness in the life to some: 
and affectionately advise our brethven to prompt attention to the removal of all 


obstructions in the way, and by all practicable and prudent means in their power — 


to further the interests of this institution.

within the past year. Before leaving this point, your committee would suggest 
the propriety of recommending to those bodies corresponding With us, that they 
embody in their letters definite information with respect to the state of religion 
within their bounds, 

Your committee are informed also, from other sources, that the pist conven. 
tional year has been one of very gracions outpourings of the Holy Spirit upon 
many parts of our beloved Zion. 

Indeed, it calls for the united and hearty thanksgivings of the churches, that 
God has in so many places clothed bis word with power and made it efieetual in 
the salvation of souls, 

How far those already united with the churches on profession of a saving 
interest in the Redeemer, are growing in grace and knowledge of Divine things, 
we have no means whatever of ascertaining.  [t might not at this time be safe 
to say that the liberality of the churches is a fair criterion by which to infer the 
standard of active piety among them. Nothing, however, is more certain than 
that where there is a spirit of deep and ardent piety pervading a church, it will in 
general manifest itself not only in becoming zeal for the salvation of souls in their 
own immediate vicinity, but also in a sympathy at least with the great opera- 
tions of benevolence in other regions. It is also within the experience of very 
many, that when any people begin to take an active part in these works of love,

The committee to whom was reverred the subject of Domestic Missions ara 
not able to ascertain the entire amount ef taissionary Taber performed in this 
State during the past year. “This convention appotats no missionaries nd super. 
intends no missiouary labor, consequently no reports of such labor are made to 
this body. Phe Board of Domestic Missions efile Southera Baptist Convention 
and the district associations, ave charged with this department of Christivn enter. 
prize. A mrajerily of the associations ave dole some thing: to supply the dosti. 
tute churches and ne ghborlceds ia their ewan bonnds. Buta small number, 
however, are prosecuting the work ona lirge sedate. tndeed, not one is supply. 
ing all the destitution within its own lias, Only three er four employ amis. 
sionary all his time. By those associations already heard from, about twelve | 
men have been employed a portion ef their tine. The result of their labors are: 
gratifying. "Phe daystar of gladness has dawned upon many benighted souls— 
There messengers ef peace, belding forth the werd of life, have furnished light to ( 
the straying and joy to the desolae. Some 850 who heard the word gladly it 
were bapiized—churches have been constituted, meeting houses erected, Sabbath‘ 
schools and temperance societies organized. and much other labor performed, 

“The Board of Domestic Missions have eriploy ed five misstonaries inthe State, 
Their labors bave not been in vain,y about 150 have been baptized by them— 
Many cthers have Leen brought tothe kaowledee of the troth through their 
instrumentality. twill becseen thai dhout S00 have been added to the churebes 
by baptism curiig the year by tneans ef niissionary labor LE the gain of the | 
Whole world is as nothing compared with the loss ef one soul, what is the gain | 
in the salvation of 500 souls? What jecvieh veward have they received, who 
have contributed of their substaice or devoted their time for the. salvation off) 
these immortal spiriis? Who now looks back, grudoinely, en what he has dene — 
in this Work ? Is there one \ ho regrets he did so mueh? There is joy in hea 
ven over one sinner that repents,  Tlow great should be our joy in view of sho? 
abundant blessing God has bestowed on our feeble labors! — "I 

But our ctip of joy is embittered by the contemplation of other destitute fields." 
Every Inissionary excursion bas discovered new. tields of labar—new wants to 
be supplied: Otir missionaries inform usthat in many portions of the State, the! 
destitution is deplorable. Opposition and superstition, like a sirong chain, ee 
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fines the soul in great darkness, and those who profess godliness hardly observe 
its form, much less exhibit its power, In some instances neighborhouds of 1000 
and 1500 inhabitants were found without a spiritual guide. Nota few believers 
in Jesus had been deprived, for years, of the ministration of the word, Among 
this destitution there is much anxicty to receive the gospel, Many receive it 
cladiy. 

Were all the ministers in the State devoted to the work of the ministry, each 
one would bave a congregation of 2117 persons; but many are not engaved in 
the work at all, and more ouly a portion of their tite; and those who are con- 
stantly in the field are not equally cistributed through the Sate, 

in view of these facts and considerations, your Committee make the following 
reflections: 

1. ‘The success which has crowned the efforts in the domestic field, should eall 


“forth our gratitude to God aud stiinulate to renewed exeriion in this Cepartment 


of Jaber. 

2. The great destitution now in our State should awaken the benevolent fee]. 
ings of our heart and urge to Christian action, | 

3. More than one halfofthis destitution might be supplied with our present 
number of ministers, provided they could oe supported in the field. 

4, Our clhurehes must, ina degree, be chargeable with the responsibility of 
this destitution. God has raised up ministers, but we have not sustained them., 
Some have lefi the Suuve and others turned to secular employment in consequence 
of this neglect. We pray the Lord of the harvest to send us laborers, but wa 
will net accept hem unless he sends ample supplies with them. 

5. The number and ability of the Baprists in the State, are such as to leave us 
without exeuse in this veglect, Ove fifteenth of the population ot Alabama are 
Baptists, and more than that proportion of wealth and influence belung to them. 
We have the ability, 

6. [t will not do to rely on the district associations to accomplish this work, 
A few of them are doing nobly, several are doing a Jitde, others are doing noth. 
ing. In theshounds of these associations which are doing but little or nothing, 
is the greatest need; and there are many places without the gospel, which are 
not considered as belonging to any association, 

7 The Board of Domestic Missions is the only organization by which ruch- 
of this destitution can be reached. During the past year, the contributions of 
the State to this Board, have not quite equatled the expenditures within the same 
limits. 

The amount of funds collected in the State for the above named Board, have 
fallen short of the preceding year nearly one half. ‘Therefore your Commitiee — 
would urge upon the denomination the great importance of taking immediate 
steps to increase tho funds for the promotion of Domestic Missions.

The Christian beholds in the wistou, power and promise of Tesns, secured te 
human instrumentality, certaia success. ‘Che brief history of the Poreign Mission 
of the Southern Convention, has intensely interesting lights and shades, seeming! 
adverse and decidedly taverab'e providences. Phe Board bad hardly completed 
its organization, bolore au etleetual door was opened tor the introduction and 
propagation of the blessed gospel among the lnidreds af millions of benighted 
immortals of China and Africa. Fields of usefiiness were rendered accessible 
suMficiently extensive to chalienge the utinost effort of Christian benevolence and 
eall torth all the abundant resources of wealth of all the members of our beloved 


Zion. 
Many brethren in the Southern States are becoming interested in the question 


of establishing missions in France and Germany, from whence the Macedonian 
ery is heard, come over and help us. Indeed, the whole world is before u— 
the harvest is fully ripe, and the voice of the angel of mercy is heard saying 
thrust in the sickle and reap. 

The indications of Providence have been equally fivorable in farnishing men 
for this arluous work. Previous to the time of the Southern organization, but 
few from the South had been sent forh to the heathen; dut cow taany, inspired 
with the noble sentiments of Christian gratitude and love, earnestly ask to be 
employed in the holy work of publichiag salvation to the peri ching, 

Means have not been seenved sufficient to warrant the Board in appointing all 
their selfsacri!cing men of God. ‘Two white brethien in Florida have lately 
applied to be located in Central Africa. 

We have the means in profision—shall we hesitate? Can lood bought souls 
fail to appropriate those means to the work of God? The souls of the worship- 
ers of idols, gratitude, our own happiness, the glory of God, the love of Christ, 
plead with sonl thrilling eloqveace that we who have so freely received should 
as freely give toothers. Our salvation and hope ofendiess lite demands a sacri- 
fice proportionate to the beuelits we enjoy through the instramentalities which 
we are called upon to put forth in behalf of others. 

Successis certain. We have already 6 stations, 19 missionaries, 14 male and 
5 femate native assistants. Yet how few are these among so many. 

The decease of the strong and healthy Clopton, the proverbially careful James 
and his companion, just as they had entered the land of idols and realized the 
nature of keathenism, are alll ctive and mysterious providences, in which God 
holdeth back the face of bis throne and spreadeth his cloud upon it; we know, 
however, in righteousness and mercy, 

We should evidently learn from them to depend upon God and net an arm of 
flesh, and that he wili subdue the earth to himself uot by might, nor by power, 
but by His Spivit. - 

_ Reports are useless if they induce not to action, ‘The cause demands that 
infurmation should be disseminated—let all patronize the Missionary Journal. 
The cause requires fervent, eflectual prayer—!et all the churches observe the 
monthly concert of prayer. ‘I'he cause must have substantial benevolence—the

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Report on indian Nission Association. 
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Your committee are deeply impressed with the importance of evangelizing tho 
Indians on our western frontier. From a variety of circumstances, it is reduced 
toacertainty, (hat what is done in this department of Christian benevolence, 
must not only be done by us, but it must be done soon. No people ander the 
sun address onr sympathies more pungent!y—anc ia reference to none do the 
elements of Christian responsibility concentrate npon us wich such fearful ener. 
gy. Cattses are operating: amongst them, which are rapidly exterminating the 
race sand this fatal tendency can only be arresiod, itis thonght, by the introduc. 
tion of the gospel. We are to choose between the otter extirpation of he race 
and theiveivilization, Hf they can be brought under tae influence of the gospel, 
they become our friends—if they remain in their present savage state, the time 
is not distant when the last Indian will chant his death song in the recesses of 
the Rocky Mountains, Which of these two alternatives ought the Christian to 
choose? We repeat it. the only way in which the aberigines of this continent 
ean be preserved from cutive destruction, is to e)evate them iu the scale of moral 
and rational being. 

And we respectilly submit another question here.-—On the simple score of 
national and religions policy, would it not be better to civilize and Christianize 
the Indian, and allow him a permanent home in the west, than to annihilate him 
to make room for Eurepean pauperis and depravity? This question alone, it 
is thonght by your committee, is suflicient to suggest the line of duty to every 
Christian. 


Again: Why should the spiritual improvement of China be dearer to us, 


than that of the American Indian upon whose fertile lands we are enriching the 
world and rioting in all the luxuries of civilized lite? And oh! is there no ear 
in which the cries of this afflicted and much injured people have entered? Is 
there no tribunal at which his wrongs shall be adjudicated? 

Furthermore: It has been most clearly asceriained, that the introduction of 
the gospel amongst the Indians, has awakened their intellectual susceptibilities. 
It has been stated upon the most unquestionable authority, that the traveller 
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arong the tribes can designate precisely, the physicel boundary of the Christian 
religion amongst them. On the one side, he beholés the wilderness and the 
solitary places made glad, a nd the desert rejoicing and blossoming as the rose, 
There is the meeting house, the school house, the farm and every impletnent of 
husbandry 3 and his heart rejoices in the happiness and prosperity of the civil. 
ized red man. On the other, he sees the Indian in worse than lis oviginal deg. 
yadation His heart sickens at the misery and crime, which meet his eye in 
those habitations of cruelty. 

Finally: It has also been ascertained, that the Indian boy can be tanaht to 
read upon an average as soon as the youth ofour own country, Tn one session 
of twenty-two weeks, twenty boys were tauzht to res , who commenced in the 
alphabet. And there is a universalanyiety on the part of the indian parent to 
have his children taught. ‘ 

We therefore recommend the adoption of the following resolntions ; 

- 1. Raso'ved, That we view with gratitule to God the success which has 
attended the efforts of the Indian Mission Association, among the various tribes 
of that pe’ p’e on our western frontier. 

2. Vhet we hail with delight the manner in whieh that Association is estab. 
lishing schools and academies at dilerent eligible points within the said Indian 
t: riory, inl that we will, asa Convention, most heartily co-operate with that 
body, in this department of Christian benevolence. 

3. Resolved, That we most earnestly request the Baptist churches in the State 
ot A ibama, to take into consideration the propriety of establishing an additional 
acuvemy in that territory, for the benelit of the Creek tribe of Indians, 

4. Resolved, That the Board of Indian Missions be requested to expend the 
funds sent up by this body for the benetit of the said Creek tribe.

Report on Systematic Renevolence. 


The commit'ce on systematic benevolence report, that in reviewing tho truly 
important subject assigned them. itappears to divide itself into the two following 
branches— 


First, to devise some simple plan by which the contributions of every individual 
may be directed into the proper channel. 

Secondly, to take such measures as shall most effectually interest the parties 
and leading members in carrying into operation whatever system may be de- 
vised, 

In reference to the first mentioned branch of the subject, your committee 
remark that we are well convinced that the detieiency in the returns from the 
churches, is not to be attr buted merely to the parsimony of the private memberss 
but to the want of a plan at once simple, ie. casy to understand anc earry into 
effect, and at the same time sufficiently comprehensive to reach every mcinber, 
not only of the churelies, but also of the congregation if possible. 

The following, afer due deliberation, we are conv need s such a plan as we 


have described ; and needs only the active co-operation of pastors and others to 
Zive it efficiency. 
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Let each church appoint as carly in the year as possible, a suitable number of 
brethren (and sisters of mercy) as collectors; each of whom shall he vrovided 
with a small blank book or number of cards, arranved to take subscriptions m 
the var‘ous objects of benevolence contemplated by this hody, a model of which 
is subjoined. ae 

Let each collector enter upon his-or her hook, the names of such persons, 
metabers either of the chureh or congregation, as uity be supposed te be favor= 
able to any of these abjeets, tuliing Care that the name of every inenber of the 
chirch beventered upon one or another et the books, 

Then afler an aporepebate address Iny the pastor, or some olher person, Upon 
the subject of systematic bensvoleace, in which the nature of the proposed plan 
shall be fully explained, tet the collectors preseat the books to each individual, 
soliciting ima kind and brotuerly manner a subseription, however small, to any 
or all of the contemplated objects; whieh subscriptions may be paid at the con. 
venience of the subscriber, provided it be donc a reasouable time before the 
meeting of the Convention, And itis understood that these contributions shall 
entitle the church from which they come, to a representative in this body.

2. Resolred, That the trathe in alecholic liquors, to be used as a common 
Crink, is a vielation of the law of Christ, and should not be tolerated hy the 
churches, 

3. Resolved, That the Convention Lighly approve of the members of our 
churches connecting themselves with those erganizations, which have for their 
object the suppression of intemperance, and the promotion of total absiinence 
from all intoxicating drinks. 

4. Resolved, That whie it is the duty ofall the ministers of Christ, to urge 
on theiv churches and congregations the principles of the gospel relating to thig 


subject, this Convention dees aflectionately recommend, that each of our pastors 


preach a discourse ou temperance, on fhe first Sabbath of July next.

o Ata meeting held at Morion in Deeember, IRtT. the plan presented by 
the com piltee wis oa Lento, Caw copy of Which firs heen mnistaid) Brother 
Hlartwell, on aceontat of his daties in College, declined the appointment as agent 
Whereupon brother Ti.

3. Ata meeting held at Marion in March, 1848, brother D. R. W. McIver 
was appointed agent, whieh be accepted, and Le has since been enzoced in the 
work, Tis success wll appear trom bis report, 

4. The Board has complied with the vote of last year, Hund on page 5 of the 
minutes, and have “coutracted no debt whatevers” and as no funds have been 
received for the suppoit of beneliciarios, eve yt what was necessary for the curs. 
rent expenses of those already inthe institution, no students have been received 
as none could be received without coutracting some kind of debt, 

5. Atthe first meeting ofthe Board aler the! 8 Conve: tio , vs there were no 
P funds in band, inorder to prevent the dismissal ofthe Pheov gical students at 
onee, certain members of the Board contributed a sum: su'elent to detray their 
etpenses for one month, hoping that by snet spirited appeals as the President of 
the Conventi n might make in the co'tins of the Alabama Baptist, funds would 
he received to meet subsequent demands. Ty this, the Board was not entirely 
disappointed, as funds were sent in suflicient to sustain the students till March. 
Since that date we have had no one depending on the Conve:tion for current 
expenses. “Phere are now two students who are sapplied with books and req 
eeive their tuttion from the funds of the Conveution. "Phe Board won'd here. 
P remark, that it was difficnit to persnade the brethren to remain in College, 
when no seeurity could be given that they would be sustained bey oud the current 
month. ‘They were, however, prevailed on to stay awhile, till the Board could 
see the result of its efforts, Meanwhile, one, (brother Abbott) was adopted by 
ithe Ladies Benevolent Society of Mavion, as their benetieiary, and the socicly 


Hhas sustained him since February Pst. Another, (brother Taliaferro ) was taken

from the Board, by the timely assistance of his une!e, onthe Tstof April. A third, 
(brother Compere.) felt so uncomiortab'e at the idea of the uaceriainty of re 
mining, that he lef college on the 18th of March. The beneticiary of the 
Cioctaw Association (brother Meader) left co'lege in ecns:quence — of il! heal h. 
6. The Board bas succeeded, in part, in liquidating the debt of the Convention, 
Dut has received no finds for the support of students in fature. It is hardly sup. 
(posable that students can be obtained, unless some pledge, or encouragement, be 
ig that they will be enabled to continue their studies to some desirable extent. 
But as ai present no such pledge can be given without the cash in hand, or reliable 
Promises snificient to meet the expense of at least one year, the Board would 
Tespeetfully urge the necessity, that the Convention continue its efjurts to raise 
fins for this specitic object.
